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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1-20 are generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct species: 
various aromatse inhibitors, estrogen antagonist. The species are independent or 
distinct because the compounds recited are structurally distinct. Some are steroidal 
aromatase inhibitors such as formestane and exemestane, which can be classified in 
class 514, subclass 172, 177, 180, or 182. Some are peptide-type compounds, which 
can be classified in class 514, subclass 14-16, for example. For other estrogen 
antagonist, such as tamoxifene, is classified in class 514, subclass 650. Due to the 
structural dissimilarities of the. compounds encompassed, searching for all of the 
species encompassed by the claims would impose undue burden to the Office. 
Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even 
though this requirement is traversed. Applicant is advised that a reply to this 
requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected consonant with 
this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic 
is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
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the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Because the above restriction/election requirement is complex, a telephone call 
to applicant's agent to request an oral election was not made.
